discovered new information 
on assassination discussions in 
minutes of National Security 
Council meetings from 1959 to 
1963. 

Nessen said the President 
believes information should be 
carefully collected and ana- 
lyzed and released in an or- 
derly way. The President be- 
lieves the special congres- 
r sional investigating committee 
headed by Sen Frank Church 
(Dddaho) is acting in a respon- 
sible way, Nessen said. 

He declined to criticize the 
presa or to identify the source 
of the leaks, but he said the 
President is “displeased” by 
the spate of reports on “a mat- 
ter of great, sensitivity.” .
